Teacher Notes 


Many foreign words that are commonly used in the English language 
can be found in the classroom dictionary and online. 
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Suggested Duration: 10-15 min. 



Content Objective : Students describe the origins and meanings of 
foreign words or phrases used frequently in written English. 



Suggested Duration: 40-45 min. 



Content Objective : Students analyze the similarities and differences 
between literary devices used in fiction and those used in a literary 
essay. 



Mini Lesson 



Display the prepared list of foreign words and phrases. Instruct 
students to copy the words into the Vocabulary Notebook, leaving 
several lines empty between each word. 

Ask: Have you seen or heard these words before? What do 
you think they mean? Students share ideas in partners and 
record predicted meanings in the Vocabulary Notebook. 



1. Writing Appetizer 

2. Review with students the literary devices and techniques they 
examined while reading fictional text. This should include plot 
development, characterization, point of view, figurative language, 
etc. 

3. Prepare students to examine a different genre, literary nonaction, 
as they read and analyze literary essays. Explain that these 
essays will contain many of the same elements and literary 
devices as fiction. 



4. Distribute and introduce literary essay, providing background 
knowledge as needed. 

5. Instruct students to create a Venn diagram in the Reader's 
Notebook with the labels Fiction and Literary Nonfiction. 

6. Begin reading the text aloud. Ask: What is the author's purpose 
in this selection? Discuss responses. Ask: Is this similar or 
different from the author's purpose in a fictional text? Discuss 
responses and have students add information to their Venn 
diagrams. 



7. Continue reading, pausing periodically to Think Aloud to identify 
either a similarity or difference in literary nonfiction and fiction. 



Learning 1. With a partner, students confirm their definitions using a dictionary 

Applications (printed or electronic) and create visual representations of the 

words/phrases in the Vocabulary Notebook. 



In Collaborative Groups, students continue to read the literary 
essay, pausing to reflect, discuss and add information to their Venn 
diagrams. 



Closure 



1. Volunteers share their visual representations. 

2. Add words to the class Word Wall. 



Each group shares their Venn diagram and students add 
information as needed to the one they have created in their 
Reader's Notebook. 
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
